THE number of rapes being reported across 
Haringey has rocketed in the past year with 
a staggering 130 per cent increase in calls to 
police from terrified victims. 

There were 142 rapes reported to police between 
September 2009/10 compared to just 61 in the pre-

vious year. The rate is now the equivalent of 
almost three serious sex attacks being reported 
in the borough each week. And the number of 
attackers being brought to justice is also on the 
decline. Almost half of all rape cases in 
Haringey in 2008-9 resulted in a charge or cau¬ 
tion but this had dropped to just 22.5 per cent last 
year. However, this does not take into account 
defendants who have not yet gone to court. 

Police are putting the huge increase down to 
better “recording guidelines” and say that more 
victims are coming forward in general to report 
rape, saying the steep rise is a “positive indica¬ 
tion that victims have the confidence to report 
their assaults”. Cases such as sex attacker John 
Worboys, a taxi driver from neighbouring 
Enfield, may also have prompted more women 
to come forward to report rape to police. 

The news comes a year after the launch of a 
sex crime unit to reduce rape offences in London. 
Regional units, known as Sapphire teams, now 
come under central command at a £21.5million 
unit. The Crime Prosecution Service has also 
established a specialist rape charging centre for 
London which is geared toward bringing “robust 
cases” to court as quickly as possible. 

Among the cases officers in Haringey have 
dealt with is that of a 17-year-old youth who is 
currently awaiting sentencing for raping a 
woman in her thirties in Harringay in November 


2009. The victim was walking along Pemberton 
Road when she was grabbed from behind and 
then raped, before the youth also stole her bag, 
cash and mobile phone. 

He pleaded guilty in court to raping her and, in 
a separate offence, also raping a 29-year-old 
woman in east London whom he had threatened 
to stab before attacking. 

As well as so-called “stranger rapes” such as 
this, many of the reported offences are likely 
to be committed at the hands of people known 
to the victim. 

A spokeswoman for Haringey Police said: 
“Sapphire moved under the command of the 
Specialist Crime Directorate with the aim of 
providing a more consistent service to victims, 
whose care and well-being is at the heart of 
each investigation. The new single command 
structure has created increased accountability, 
with better-trained and more experienced staff 
and improved, centralised intelligence and 
crime management. 

“We continue to recruit and train specialist 
rape investigation officers to a higher standard 
than any other police force. 

“We recognise that not all victims of sexual 
offences desire a criminal justice outcome, nor 
is it possible to secure the level of evidence 
required for many cases to proceed to court.”

Somali leader’s desperate 
appeal to stand up against 
militia group recruiting 
boys to a deadly crusade

A LEADING Somali figure 
has warned of the deadly 
danger of young Somali 
men from places such as 
Haringey being lured to 
Somalia to fight with the Islamist mili¬ 
tia organisation al-Shabab. 

Rumours are rife among Somalis in 
Haringey and other London boroughs 
that growing numbers of young men 
are being recruited over the internet or 
by secretive figures in mosques and 
other meeting places to go to Africa 
and join the group, which is thought to 
have close links with al-Qaeda. 

Two British men, from Ealing and 
Camden, are already known to have 
been killed in the east African country 
after deciding to head to Somalia with 
al-Shabab. Abdul Ayoub al Muhajir, a 
British Somali from Ealing, killed 
himself and 20 Ethiopian soldiers in a 
suicide bomb attack after posting a 
“martyrdom video” on the internet in 
2007. A young woman from Camden 
has told of how her younger brother, a 
football-loving university graduate, 
suddenly announced last year that he 
was going to Egypt to study religion. 

In scarce phone calls home he 
sounded unhappy and strained, “as if 
someone was there with him”, accord¬ 
ing to his sister and then, just seven 
weeks ago, a friend called the family 
to break the news that the 21-year-old 
had been killed by a missile. 

The family is still searching for 
answers to so many questions: why did 
he go out there? Who persuaded him 
to go? How did he get the money to 
travel to Africa? 

Mohamed Abdullahi, director of the 
UK Somali Community Initiative 
which runs events in Haringey, told the 
Advertiser that British Somalis are 
reluctant to speak openly about the 
subject - but insisted the debate needs 
to take place to disrupt al-Shabab’s 
fatal lure. He said: “We don’t know 
anything for sure but we are hearing 
about people leaving their families. 
There are a lot of rumours and a lot of 
speculation that youngsters are going 
back to Somalia but it’s hard to know 
how many have actually died in the 
fighting. We’re talking about young 
men going over and being trained as 
soliders, maybe as a suicide bomber. 

“If there are families missing their 
kids it is very difficult for their moth¬ 
ers and fathers to come forward. The 
message we want the Somali commu¬ 
nity to hear is to speak out. We want 
them to learn from that and tell other 
mothers and parents so they can be 
aware if the changes happen.” 

Mr Abdullahi, 31, said community

leaders are still only piercing the sur¬ 
face of an underworld of shadowy 
figures who seek out young Somali 
men to fight for al-Shabab’s cause. 

“We hear different things about 
how people are being recruited,” 
he explained. 

“The internet is certainly a way, at 
restaurants, maybe at mosques and we 
know of one case where a man was 
recruited by somebody he never even 
met. The danger is that we don’t know 
which mosques and who. Things have 
become more underground - it is 
being hidden from us. 

“People who used to be involved in 
crime and in gangs and who then go 
back to religion are being targeted 
because they don’t know which way to 
turn so, these people, they win the 
youngsters’ confidence. 

“And university students may be tar¬ 
geted because of the education they 
have. They are engineers or whatever, 
they will be good at something, and 
recruiters know they have these skills.” 

He believes the borough’s long his¬ 
tory of gang involvement makes it a 
vulnerable target. 

“Haringey has one of the largest 
Somali communities in north London. 
You find that a lot of these former 
gang members are turning to religion. 
That is clearly not a problem in itself 
but we are worried about who is 
preaching to these young people. Who 
is guiding them? If you introduce a 


religious element to gangs which used 
to side against each other groups over 
borough borders or postcodes, it will 
be a different story.” 

Though Mr Abdullahi was at pains 
to point out that only a tiny minority of 
young Somalis are likely to caught up 
with al-Shabab, he said his “biggest 
fear” was that young Somalis who do 
succumb may then return to the UK to 
carry out an attack. 

“They would have the capacity to 
travel from Somalia to here and use 
their training to do something in the 
UK,” he explained. “If this were to 
happen, people would ask questions 
about the Somalian community for 


years to come. It will cause so many 
problems in terms of integration and 
the majority of people disagree totally 
with al-Shabab - this is not Islam. 

“But people aren’t speaking up 
because everyone is afraid of al- 
Shabab, even over here in the UK. 
Lots of British Somalis want to return 
there one day and there is a fear that if 
one of them speaks, something will 
happen to them. 

“They think it is better to keep your 
mouth shut. But unless people face up 
now to what they don’t agree with we 
will face a much bigger danger in the 
long term.”

North London boroughs join forces 
in slamming disparities of ‘unfair’ 
system to allocate homeless grants

POLITICAL leaders from Haringey 
and other north London councils are 
demanding an urgent review into 
homelessness funding in the capital, 
slamming the system as “unfair”. 

Council chiefs at Haringey, Enfield 
and Newham are demanding a meet¬ 
ing with housing minister Grant 
Shapps to raise concerns about the 
way in which London’s annual home¬ 
lessness grant is allocated. 

They say it leads to major dispari¬ 
ties between boroughs and are “dis¬ 
mayed” at government plans to 
extend the current system for another 
four years without consultation. 

Haringey, Enfield and Newham 
have among the highest levels of 
homelessness in the capital, yet 
receive the lowest amount of govern¬ 
ment funding to tackle the problem. 

The problems will be compounded 
by changes to the housing benefit 
system which many fear will drive 
families out of central London and 
into outer London boroughs - putting 
further pressure on local housing. 

Councillor Claire Kober, leader of 
Haringey Council, said: “We are 


dismayed by the government’s 
decision to continue with a home¬ 
lessness grant funding regime that 
is neither fair nor based on any 
evidence of relative need. 

“We cannot understand why the 
government is unwilling or unable to 
take into account the scale of each 
borough’s homelessness problem and 
the resources we are already invest¬ 
ing in tackling homelessness when 
determining the amount of grant 
each borough should receive.” 

Haringey, Newham and Enfield 
currently accommodate 24 per cent 
of London’s 37,900 households in 
temporary accommodation but, 
between the three authorities, receive 
£650,000 - just three per cent of 
London’s total homelessness grant. 

Haringey’s grant of £200,000 is 
equivalent to a mere £57 for each of 
its 3,454 households in temporary 
accommodation. 

Haringey and Newham have 13 
times the number of households in 
temporary accommodation as 
Hammersmith and Fulham but 
between them will receive £4.4million 
less than Hammersmith & Fulham 
over the next four years.

Cleric Hamza 
wins appeal 

RADICAL cleric Abu Hamza 
has won his appeal against a 
government decision to strip him 
of his British passport. Hamza, 
52, was jailed for seven years 
in February 2006 for inciting 
murder and racial hatred. A 
Special Immigration Appeals 
Commission ruling upheld his 
appeal after the preacher claimed 
he would be left “stateless” if it 
was enforced. He has already 
lost his Egyptian citizenship. 
Hamza had links to the North 
London Central Mosque in 
Finsbury Park. He is currently 
fighting moves to extradite him 
to the United States.

A FUNDRAISING dinner will 
be held in December to mark 
the first anniversary of a 
homelessness project in 
Tottenham. Reverend Alex 
Gyasi, of the Highway of 
Holiness Church, organised the 
Highway Homeless project after 
being approached for help by 
increasing numbers of people 
forced to sleep rough. The 
anniversary will be marked by 
a three-course dinner at 8pm on 
December 10 at the church in 
Fountayne Road.

Woodland project 
brings rare beetle 
out into the open 


A RARE beetle which lives underground and 
feasts upon earthworms has been found in Cold- 
fall Wood in Muswell Hill. 

The elusive lesser glow-worm, one of the rarest 
beetles in Britain, was spotted in three different 
sites in the ancient wood - the first time it has 
been seen north of the River Thames. Ecologist 
Edward Milner, who lives in nearby Crouch 
End, found five adults and two larvae of the 
beetle during a year-long survey of spiders and 
beetles there. 

Officers from Haringey Council have carried 
out extensive work, including cutting back much 
of the wood as part of the Capital Woodland 
Project. Mr Milner told the Advertiser that the 
tiny glow-worm was just one of a number of 
recent exciting discoveries. 

He said: “The work has meant that over a large 
area, light now reaches the soil through the whole 
growing season and many plants not previously 
found in the wood have grown up. It seems also 
to have encouraged a number of scarce woodland 
spiders and beetles to thrive.” 

The glow-worm is only known from a handful 
of sites along the south coast and mainly from 
records more than 50 years ago. The only modern 
records are a single male found at Oaken Wood 
in Surrey in 1995, a small colony in south Hamp¬ 
shire discovered in 2007 and a single male caught 
near Tunbridge Wells, all on heathland or acid 
grassland sites. Mr Milner has also found 47

species of spider and 58 species of beetle during 
the survey as well as two species of tiny - and 
harmless - pseudo-scorpions which have made 
their home in the leaf-litter of the wood. 

The survey was funded by a Making The Differ¬ 
ence grant from Haringey Council after an appli¬ 
cation by the Friends of Coldfall Wood group.

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Broadwater Farm 
gets a voice after 
25 years of hurt

W HEN Diana Princess of Wales 
visited the Broadwater Farm Estate 
in 1985, she played pool with young 
people and chatted with residents, congratu¬ 
lating the youth association on its success in 
turning around conditions on the estate. 

Just months later, Broadwater Farm experi¬ 
enced one of the worst nights of civil unrest 
seen in Britain, the scenes of which shocked 
the nation and nearly destroyed a community. 

At the end of hours of rioting and violent 
clashes with police, PC Keith Blakelock was 
dead and the estate’s reputation lay in tatters. 

A recent exhibition aimed to tell the other 
side of the Broadwater Farm Estate, one 
which its curator Odin Biddulph believes is 
all too often forgotten, and one which tells of 
a “heroic struggle against all the odds” to 
build a community in one of the most 
deprived areas of north Eondon. 

Mr Biddulph received a small grant and 
spoke to more than 50 residents to put 
together the Broadwater Farm Exhibition: 
The Story Of A Community which will be 
placed online and added to after appearing at 
the Broadwater Farm Community Centre. 

He said: “There is so much material relating 
to Broadwater Farm that the aim is to create 
an appropriate, permanent archive for stu¬ 
dents, researchers and residents to have full 
access to - not only video and photographic 
material but also witness statements of how 
people there have been treated over the years. 

“The idea of having the exhibition at Broad¬ 
water Farm was to give people the chance to 
come to the estate and see for themselves 
why, for many years now, it has an interna¬ 
tional reputation as a model of social housing.

Exhibition aims to 
redress the balance 
for infamous estate 

“Being on the doorstep of the community 
whose history it explores, also gives people 
who did not contribute a chance to come in 
and tell their story or point out what’s missing 
- which people did immediately!” 

The Broadwater Farm Estate was built 
between 1967 and 1971 and is home to some 
4,000 residents. Its early years saw a lot of 
discontent with aspects of the estate’s design 
and management and a lack of community 
facilities. But it had been making inroads - as 
demonstrated during the Princess’ visit - 
before the riots took place. 

The exhibition was inspired by Clasford 
Stirling MBE, founding member of the 
Broadwater Farm Youth Association back in 
1981. He continues to work at the community 
centre today and much of the exhibition’s con¬ 
tent came from his collection of photos and 
videos amassed over the years. 

Broadwater Farm found itself back under 
the spotlight two weeks ago when a BBC 
Crimewatch re-enactment was aired to mark 
the 25th anniversary of PC Blakelock’s 
murder. And the exhibition doesn’t ignore 
what happened on that fateful October day 
but does aim to put it into perspective. 

“The exhibition also charts the tragedy of 
the riot, the aftermath and the rebuilding that 
followed,” Mr Biddulph said. “Visitors 
learned that the number of young people 
involved was limited and that compared to the 
other riots across the country, such as 
Handsworth, Toxteth or Brixton, where people 
also tragically lost their lives, it was not as fero¬ 
cious as people might think - and certainly not 
as portrayed in the recent Crimewatch special.” 

One of the most poignant images shows 
former youth worker and artist Bernette Hall 
standing in Tangmere block, looking down at 
his painting Boiling Point which shows two 
women - Cherry Groce, shot and paralysed 
by police at her home in Brixton in September 
1985, and Cynthia Jarrett whose death, after 
police stormed her house in Broadwater 
Farm, sparked the riots. 

The word “unity” is scrawled across the 
painting and Bernette, who also painted a 
huge waterfall mural on Debden block, sold 
2,000 prints in aid of the Defence Campaign 
to free those wrongly charged after the riot.

Swing is king 
as Lindy Hop 
class takes a 
step forward 


A SWING dance teacher from 
Wood Green hopes to get people 
enjoying a dance which originated 
in Harlem in the 1920s as she brings 
the Lindy Hop to Harringay. 

Gaia Facchini, who originally 
hails from Portland in Oregon, 
promised to get people “smiling, 
sweating and wishing for more” as 
she launched a new five-week 
Lindy Hop class for beginners at 
The Salisbury pub in Green Lanes 
last Thursday. 

The Lindy Hop is based on the 
Charleston and was named after 
Charles Lindbergh’s Atlantic cross¬ 
ing in 1927. It evolved in Harlem in 
New York City and was heavily 
influenced by the roots-laden jazz 
music of the time. 

Gaia, who started dancing when 
she was 15, said: “I came to Eng¬ 
land ten years ago and found myself 
automatically in a social dance 
group which is like a community of 


its own all over the world. You don’t 
need any experience to do Lindy 
Hop but it is quite a complicated 
system of footwork compared to 
other dances - this is because it is 
an eight-count system. 

“But it’s a great way of exercising 
and a really good way to meet 
people in the area. It’s a very social 
thing to do and a great way to get 
people together.” 

The dance is performed to music 
from the 1920s, featuring artists 
such as Ella Fitzgerald, Louis 
Jordan and Benny Goodman. 

“Everyone is really friendly and 
you can also dress up if you like!” 
said Gaia, who uses only original 
78rpm records played on authentic 
period equipment. 

Classes run from 8-9.3Opm on 
Thursdays. The course costs £40 per 
person or £70 per couple.Visit

QUIETLY devastating. Mike Leigh 
follows his hit and miss Happy Go 
Lucky a couple of years ago with a 
return to the intimately observed, 
sometimes painfully truthful exca¬ 
vations of human nature which 
made his name in such affecting 
films as Secrets & Lies and Vera 
Drake. 

Set over the four seasons, we fol¬ 
low contented north London couple 
Tom (Jim Broadbent) and Gerri 
(Ruth Sheen) and their relationships 
with a quartet of key characters - 
three of which endure lonely lives of 
quiet desperation. 

First we meet Mary (Lesley 
Manville), Gerri’s work colleague 
and friend.

meaning in their lives, and an air of 
melancholy permeates throughout, 
but these snapshots are detailed 
with such consummate skill that I 
was left blown away, often laughing 
through the tears. 

It’s the little moments that work so 
well: those looks that people give 
after a conversation has finished, 
which tells far more about their true 
feelings than all the words used 
before. A perfect example is when 


Mary leaves Gerri’s house on the 
Sunday, says a garbled goodbye 
but, for a split second, looks down 
the street with such anxiety that all 
of her pain and loneliness is bril¬ 
liantly captured in that one glance. 

The ensemble acting bears the 
typical Leigh gold standard but 
Manville is terrific, becoming that 
certain person we all know or have 
known at some point in our lives.

Big noises 
in cabaret 
strip back

TWO rising stars of the West End, 
Tiffany Graves and Alex Gaumond, 
will be treading the boards at Laud¬ 
erdale House over the next couple 
of weeks as part of its latest 
Cabaret In The House season. 

The pair, who star in Sweet Char¬ 
ity and Legally Blonde respectively, 
will perform their own selection of 
songs in the intimate 10O-capacity 
venue, a far cry from the large audi¬ 
ences of their day jobs. 

Alex, who last year toured as 
Galileo in We Will Rock You, said: 
“People are used to hearing your 
voice amplified through a PA, but 
with this we have no microphones 
and just an acoustic piano. It’s nice 
to strip things back.” 

In Legally Blonde, he shares the 
stage with Sheridan Smith, whom 
he describes as a “comic genius”. 

“She has the audience eating out 
of the palm of her hand,” he said. 
“It’s nice for her to do stage shows 


after sit-coms - the 
audience’s reaction 
is immediate.” 

In contrast to both 
We Will Rock You 
and Legally Blonde, 

Alex’s performance 
features an older, big 
band sound suited to 
the scale of the show. 

Tiffany has plumped 
for “a mixture of well known musi¬ 
cal theatre, comedy songs and 
pop with different arrangements.” 

“Everyone loves a good song, 
especially with the weather!” she 
said. “There is so much music on 
TV and people are interested in live 
music. That’s why cabaret is grow¬ 
ing. The London cabaret scene is 
catching up with New York’s but 
the Tube needs to run later.” 

A former Highgate resident, 
Tiffany used to walk past Laud¬ 
erdale House and was “delighted” 
to be asked to perform there. 

“Having the cabaret out of the 



West End works well on both 
sides,” she said. “A new audience 
gets to see us and it’s a treat for 
us to do something different.”

NIKO KRANJCAR’S Spurs future is in 
doubt after the Tottenham midfielder said 
that he would be open to a move elsewhere 
if he does not see more regular game time. 

The Croatia star started his first game of 
the season in Saturday’s 4-2 defeat at 
Bolton, having made just five substitute 
appearances so far this season, with Gareth 
Bale’s stunning form on the left hand side 
of midfield preventing the former 
Portsmouth player from establishing him¬ 
self in his preferred position. 

The 26-year-old insisted that his primary 
choice would be to stay at White Hart 
Lane, but he would have no choice but to 
move on should he remain out of favour in 
Harry Redknapp’s plans. 

“I feel great at Tottenham, so if I could 
play regularly for my team then my first 
option would be to stay at White Hart 


Lane,” Kranjcar told Sportske Novosti. 

“But if I don’t play much then I will have 
to look for other solutions. Nobody wants 
to be a reserve and that goes for me too. 

“I enjoy playing football, so that is the 
first thing on the agenda. If there is not 
enough space for me at Tottenham, then 
I will have to think about the next step in 
my career. 

“I repeat -1 feel great here, but if I don’t 
play every game, I feel a little bit empty.” 

Meanwhile Tom Huddlestone has 
escaped a ban after an alleged stamp on 
Bolton’s Johan Elmander in Spurs’ defeat 
at the Reebok. 

The midfielder hurdled a second-half 
challenge from the striker, but appeared to 
intentionally land on Elmander’s groin. 

Referee Chris Foy did not see the inci¬ 
dent, but although TV pictures caught the 
clash the FA have decided against taking 
any action.
